MILLBURY FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Millbury. 

GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the town ordinance relating 
to the fire department, I submit the following report for the year 
ending February, 1898. 

On April 30, the gentlemen appointed by your Honorable 
Board to serve the town as fire engineers for the ensving year, 
met and organized in the following manner: 

Chief, Wm. E. Horne; Ist assistant, C. C. Longley; 2d assistant 
C. H. Soule; 3d assistant, A. H. Batchellor and J. H. Ferguson 
clerk and treasurer. The board have held regular meetings the. 
first Monday of each month at 7.30 p. m. 

MANUAL FORCE. 

‘l'he manual force of the department consists of Chief Engineer, 

three assistant Engineers, and sixty-six men, this number does not — 


include drivers. 
The department has responded to six alarms and one false 


alarm. 


APPARATUS. 


The apparatus of the department are in first-class order and 


it 


consist of the following: Two steam fire engines, one hand engine, 
two hose wagons, one ladder truck, one chemical and three hose 
reels. 


THE FIRE ALARM. - 


Battery has been moved into a room prepared for it in the Town 
hall basement, and it has been well taken care of. The town is 
fortunate in having such an efficient superintendent at so small'a 
cost. We have been obliged to reset and replace a large number 
of poles in the past year. We have also added two fire alarm 
boxes, No. 28, at the corner of Main and Orchard streets, and No. 
29, which will be placed at the corner of Main and Gould streets. 


DEPARTMENT HOUSES. 


The town owns two engine houses, one ut Bramanville, and one 
at Grassy Hill, both are out of repair and unfit for engine quarters. 
The house at Bramanville is so small that the poles of both engine 


.and hose wagon have to be taken off to close the doors when the 


pieces of apparatus are in the house. 

I would recommend that the town remodel the house or sell 
and build a new one as soon as possible. 

The old engine house at Grassy Hill, is of little value, it sits in 
a mill pond and 1s bound to be damp at all times, making a first- 


class place to rot hose and rust and ruin the apparatus. Better 
quarters should be provided ifa machine is to be kept in that part 
of the town. 


HORSES. 


The town should purchase three horses, one horse and swing 
harness should be for the chemical and one pair for hose wagon or 
ladder truck. The money paid out each year for hauling the hook 
and ladder will go a long way towards buying a pair of horses. As 
it is now we cannot take a piece of apparatus out for drill without 
hiring horses. Consequently the men get no practice until they 
are called into action at a fire, and then they cannot be expected 
to work quick and effective. If we owned a pair of horses they 
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could be used for drill work alternately on each piece of apparatus 
so that both hose companies and the ladder men will soon get the 
needed practice for quick work. 


HOSE. 


The amount of serviceable hose in the Department is 4,700 feet. 
We would recommend the purchase of 000 feet this year, and by 
adding a little each year we will always have a sufficient supply 
of good hose on hand, and not be obliged to purchsse 2,000 feet 
avery other year, as heretofore. 


SALVAGE PROPERTIES. 


We have none; but we should have four (4) rubber covering 
blankets, and I would recommend that they be purchased at once 
and be carried on the hose wagons. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The expenditure of the Department in the past year has been 
$2,669.59. 


FIRES AND LOSSES. 


The number of fires in Town for the past year was six (6). 
The valuation of property where fires occurred was $20,000. 
Damage to property $2,490. 

Insurance paid, $2,400. 

We have also responded to 1 false alarm. 


REPAIR OF MACHINES. 


During the year we have been obliged to put in a new set of 
tubes in Steamer No. 1, at quite an expense. 


We have also remodeled the Chemical engine and changed it 
over into a Bottle-breaking machine. This machine has been out 
of service for some time, but at the present time it is in first-class 
order and capable of doing good work. We would recommend the 
same be given a coat of paint. ,

WARRANT. 


WORCESTER, S88. 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury in the County 
of Worcester, GREETING : 


In the name of the Commonweaith of Massachusetts, 

You are directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the 
TOWN of MILLBURY, qualified to vote in elections and 
in Town affairs, to meet at the TOWN HALL, in said 
MILLBURY, on MONDAY, the TWENTY-FIRST day of 
MARCH, instant, at NINE o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
on the following Articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Article 2. To choose by ballot, all Town Officers required 
by law or by vote of the Town to be so chosen, and to vote 
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“YES” or ‘‘NO” in answer to the question, ‘‘ Shall licenses 
be granted for the sale of Intoxicating Liquors in this 
Town ?” 


The Polls will be open at 9.30 o’clock A. M., and may be 
closed at 4 o’clock P. M. 


Article 3. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for . 
the year ensuing. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of the several Town Officers 
and Committees and act thereon. 


Article 5. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year ensu- 
ing, including sums for the lighting of the streets, the main- 
tenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial 
Day, the care and improvement of Cemeteries, and the pay- 
ment of debt, or take any action relating to the same. 


Article 6. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable, and to make regulations concerning the payment of 
the same. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will accept the list of names 
prepared by the Selectmen to be placed in the jury box, or 
take action relating to the same. 


Article 8. To see what compensation the Town will allow 
members of the Fire Department for their services for the 
year ensuing. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will authorize its Treasurer 
to borrow money for the use of the Town. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against 
the Town. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will appropriate any 
money to take care of the clocks on the meeting houses in 
Town. 


Article 12. To choose any Committee or Committees that 
may be thought necessary. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
any money to take care of the fire alarm or take any action 
thereon. 


Article 14. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate 
any money to purchase rubber blankets for the Fire Depart- 
ment, or take any action thereon. 


Article 15. Tosee if the Town will purchase 500 feet of 
Ilose for the use of the Fire Department, and raise and appro- 
priate money for the same. 


Article 16. To see what sum of money the Town will 
allow the First Congregational Church for the use of its 
bell in the fire alarm system, and make an appropriation for 
the same. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of two hundred dollars to widen the traveled part 
of the road leading from the S. A. Savery shop to near the 
mill yard of E. Hoyle, in West Millbury, or act thereon.

AUDITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Millbury : 


The examination this year of the Town’s several accounts 
emphasizes, as did the examination last year, the urgent 
need of a uniform and systematic method of keeping the 
accounts. 

I respectfully suggest, therefore. that the incoming Board 
of Selectmen be instructed to provide a system, whereby the 
detail of the expenditures. shown in the Annual Reports to 
the Town, may be preserved in concise form for convenient 
back reference should the necessity ever arise Unfortunately 
under the present system—or lack of system—a back reference 
would involve the expenditure of much time and labor and 
may even be impossible in several departments, by reason of 
their being but little more than accumulated receipts to re- 
cord the expenditure of thousands of dollars.. This unbusi- 
nesslike manner of keeping accounts should be remedied 
at once. 

I have carefully examined'the accounts, under the exist- 
ing conditions and believe them to be correct and properly 
vouched for.
